POPE’S EASTER BROADCAST 
TO WORLD FORECAST To 
INCLUDE APPEAL FOR PEACE 


VATICAN CITY, March 24. 

HE eyes of the Roman Cath- 

olic world turned to Vati- 

can City today where Pope 
Pius XII personally arranged to 
celebrate mass in the basilica of 
historic St. Peter’s. 

In his homily prepared for de- 
livery before imparting his bless- 
ing on Rome and the world 
from the balcony of the ancient 
edifice, the Pope was expected 
to appeal for a return of con- 
cord among nations without, 
however, suggesting an imme- 
diate truce, | 

The pontifical mass was sched- 
uled to be broadcast by the Vati- 
can radio beginning at 8 a. m. 
(1 a, m. St. Louis time). 

The program also called for a 
broadcast of the Pope’s m 
and benediction by the Columbia 
network from 5 a. m. to’6 a. m. 
St. Louis time.

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RESULTS OF INQUIRY 


AFTER 17 MONTHS 


Chief of Investigators As- 
-serts Findings Have Op- 
ened Whole Question of 
Private Monopolies.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—As 
the investigation of the Securities 
and Exchange Commission into 
Union Electric Co. of St. Louis 


approaches a dramatic climax it is 
possible already to see what has 
come out of 17 months of digging 
into the affairs of the powerful 
utility. Summing up, here are the 
results thus far: 

Removal of top executives of 
Union Electric and indictment of 
two of them, Frank J. Boehm 
and Albert C. Laun, for perjury. 

Disclosure of a.slush fund of 
generous proportions, nearly $260,- 
000 of which has already been 
traced in “kick-backs” and other 
bookkeeping devices. 

About 500 officeholders or ex- 
officeholders in Missouri, Illinois 
and Iowa found to have received 
“contributions” from this slush 
fund. : 

Cost of the investigation thus 
far nearly $100,000. 

Importance of Inquiry. 
The work has been done by keen 


\young lawyers and accountants on 


the SEC staff who have painstak- 
ingly and patiently explored the 
Union Electric mess, It has been 
one of the two or three most im- 
portant investigations ever ‘under- 
taken by the commission, ranking 
with the inquiry into the vast Trans- 
America Corporation on the West 
Coast. In Union Electric there was 
the new ‘experience for the SEC of 
digging into political bribery. 

But while a great many changes 
have come about since the day 17 
months ago when the Post-Dispatch 
‘printed the first facts leading to 
the inquiry, the net effect of the 
investigation cannot be gauged 
merely in terms of a single com- 
pany or a single city. This is the 
opinion of Commissioner Robert E. 
Healy, the stern Vermonter, whose 
position as head of the SEC’s util- 
ities division gave him the principal 
responsibility. 

“The greatest contribution gov- 
ernment can make is to get rid 
of this kind of thing,” Healy said 
to the Post-Dispatch, in discussing 
the Union Electric case. “It is 
not the Communists, not the Fas- 
cists, who are undermining our so- 
cial and economic system. It is 
this kind of corruption that cor- 
rodes our democracy. 

“Certainly.not all business men 
are involved in this kind of thing. 
And many of those who are may 
have been. sandbagged into it. But 
whoever starts it, it’s a rotten thing. 
Those in Government who are 
guilty did twice as wrong because 
they had-taken an oath as public 
officials.” 

Monopoly Question. 

Healy, ‘ whose whole career in 
Washington has been in connection 
with the rights and wrongs of util- 
ity conduct, believes the Union 
Electric example opens the whole 
question of the monopoly position 
of light and gas companies in the 
municipal field.- 

“It has been assumed by many 
that monopoly under regulation in 
the utility field was all right,” he 
said. “Some of us have felt that 
in this field monopoly could be 
tolerated as it could not be tolerat- 


ed in the production of shoes or} 


food or underwear. We assumed 
this without thinking very much 
about the basis for our assumption. 
“But when gou see what hap- 
pened in St. Louis, doesn’t it raise 
some question as to the place of 
these monopolies in the present 
day world? What sacrifices in the

15 SHIPS SUNK IN WEEK, 
10 OF THEM NEUTRAL, 
SIX LOST BY DANES 


LONDON, March 23 (AP). 


HE twenty-ninth week of 
the war ending today brought 
verified reports of 15 ship 
sinkings, including 10 neutrals. 
Denmark alone lost six vessels 
to German U-boat attacks, rep- 
resenting 10,441 gross tons. 
Seven Danish seamen were 
killed and 56 reported missing. 
Observers expressed belief the 
Nazis were attempting to scare 
the Danes into stopping vital 
dairy shipments to England. 
The new losses sent the known 
total for the war to 488 ships 
of 19 nations and the tonnage 
loss to 1,638,376. More than 3766 
persons have lost their lives and 
1484. have been listed as miss- 


ing. 


LONDON, March 23 (AP).—The 
start of undersea warfare “on 2 
scale undrearmed of in the World 
War” within two weeks was de- 
clared probable by informed quar- 
ters in Britain today. 

German submarines were report- 
ed filtering through mine fields 
and Allied surface patrols into the 
North Sea and Atlantic for a new 
wave of attacks on the British 
bread line that runs the breadth 
of the Seven Seas. 

A large number of U-boats were 


reported just outside Norwegian 
waters yesterday and a German 
submarine Commander was quoted 
by a Norwegian fishing captain as 
saying they soon would be as thick 
as fishing smacks in the North 
Sea. 
Many Newly Built. 

Neutral naval officers in Lon- 
don said they believed “more than 
half” the new wave of submarines 
emerging from the Kiel Canal] into 
the North Sea had been built this 
winter. 

Informed German sources as- 
serted several weeks agn that the 
Reich was building one submarine 
a day. 

Moreover, neutral officers as- 
serted the crews probably were ex- 
perienced and said that the al- 
most general assumption in Lon- 
don that Germany is suffering a 
submarine crew shortage probably 
is wrong. 

Informed quarters admitted that 
the wave of sinkings this week, 
when seven neutral merchantmen 
were sunk by submarines in two 
days, may prove to be the prelude 
to a general offensive under the 
seas. 

The British Navy faces its se- 
verest test so far of the war, they 
said. Nevertheless Winston Church- 
ill, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
and his chief aids were represent- 
ed as confident Britain has the 
ships to throttle the attack, and 
enough submarines of its own to 
strike back hard at the principal 
sea road remaining open to Ger- 


y: 
Ore Route Objective. 

‘This route, from Scandinavia to 
Germany, over which the Reich's 
ore ships carry iron for the Krupp 
and Skoda armaments forges, yes- 
terday was the objective of a Brit- 
ish attack for the first time in 
the war. 

The German ore carrier, Hed- 
dernheim, was torpedoed in the 
Kattegat off the Danish coast. 

While Germany may attempt to 
bring more submarines into action 
than in the World War, Britons 
gaid they are better prepared to 
resist. 

At the start of the war the Royal 
Navy had about 200 destroyers 
listed, besides special submarine 
chasers and other craft, Since 
then an extensive building pro- 
gram has added to this fleet, and 
the regular navy has been supple- 
mented by a reserve fleet of con- 
verted merchantmen and trawlers 
sepecially equipped to hunt sub-

The sinking of the first German 
merchant vessel by a British sub- 
marine lurking in the entrance to 


the Baltic Sea indicates that the 
British undersea arm is seeking to 
emulate the British air arm in at 
least attempting to carry the war 
home to Germany. But judging 
from a comparison of British sub- 
marine activities in the early part 
of the World War to their accom- 
plishments thus far in the present 
war, it appears that either the 
British submarines are not so effi- 
cient and daring as they were 25 
years ago or else German anti-sub- 
marine technique is far ahead of 
what it was in 1914-18. 

In the first few months of the’ 
World War, British “pigboats” not 
only operated around Helgoland 
but also went right through the 
Kattegat, the entrance to the Bal- 
tic, and operated around Germany's 
backdoor except when winter ice 
locked them in their Russian base. 
After the Russian Revolution, the 
British submarines were without 
a Baltic base and their operations 
were stopped. There are, of course, 
no Baltic bases for them now but 
with the improvements and in- 
creased operating range of modern 
submarines it would seem that the 
British could enter the Baltic, op- 
erate for several days, and return 
to their home bases, 

Perils in the Baltic. 

Even so, he Skagerrak and 
Kattegat, in addition to having 
strong tides, are beset with patches 
of water of different density which

The E9 was another submarine 
that gained laurels in the Baltic, 
torpedoing and sinking a loaded 
transport, a collier and a destroy- 
er. The ES sank the Prinz Adal- 
bert, 9000-ton cruiser that was the 
flagship of the German Baltic 
squadron, a minor force compared 
to the High Seas Fieet. 

The operations of the leading U- 
boats were rivaled by the E19 which 
within an eight-hour period on Oct. 
11, 1915, sent six German colliers 
to the bottom with thousands of 
tons of ore badly needed by the 
Krupp armament factories. The 
skipper of the E19 took pride in 
the fact that not a single German 
lost his life in ‘the six sinkings. 
The E19 also added to her honors 
the following Nov. 7 when she

TWOU. S. LINES CALL. 
AT FRENCH SEAPORT 


Under Neutrality Act They Can 
Take Only Outgoing Cargo 
or Passengers. 


NEW YORK, March 23 (AP).— 
The American Export and the 
American President steamship 
lines, it is disclosed today, have 
for five months permitted their 
ships to call at the Port of Mar- 
seille, France under a technicality 
of the American neutrality law. 

Persons discussing the techni- 
calities pointed out that the neu- 
trality law prohibited an American 


vesse] from entering a zone of 
combat defined by the President, 
and also from carrying passengers 
and cargo into belligerent ports. 
The law, however, does not deal 
with the carrying of passengers 
or cargo out of a belligerent port. 
Marseille, on the Mediterranean, 
was not included in the combat 
zones proclaimed by President 
Roosevelt, but, under the law, is 
a belligerent port. 

The American ships, it is dis- 
closed, have taken cargo and pas- 
sengers out of the French port 
but not into it. They have called 
there on their way home from the 
Far East or from the Levant. 
Company officials said they had 
not been instructed by Washing- 
ton to omit the French port. The 
American President lines an- 
nounced, however, that its next 
homeward-bound vessel, the Presi- 
dent Garfield, would omit the port.

LONDON, March 23 (AP). — 
Members of the outlawed Irish Re- 
publican Army, confined in famous 


Dartmoor Prison, were foiled today 
in a break for freedom during 
which they bound two jailers, set 
fire to a cell block and. defied 
guards from behind a barricade. 
The riot, apparently inspired by 
the anniversary of Dublir's “bloody 
Batter” uprising of 1916, started 
early in the afternoon when the 
prison force was depleted by de- 
parture of warders who had been 
granted a holiday. 

Authorities said 23 IRA men 
took .part in the revolt, some of 
them serving sentences of 15 years 
or more. Segregated from English 
prisoners to avoid incidents, they 
were being exercised in the hall 
of the prison block when they at- 
tacked the guards. | 
Hundreds of persons were at- 
tracted to the scene as clouds of 
black smoke rolled from the prison 
and Devon County police were sum- 
moned to help quell the disturb- 
ance, 

More than an hour elapsed be- 
fere the blaze was extinguished 
and police broke through the bar- 
ricade to capture the ringleaders, 
who were placed in solitary con- 
finement. 

The Home Office subsequently is- 
sued a brief statement saying that 
order had been restored and that 
damage was “slight.” From outside 
the prison, the only damage visible 
was a large hole in the cell block 
roof. 

Only three prisoners ever have 
escaped from the ancient prison, 
which since 1932 has been under 
the direction of Maj. C. J Pan- 
nall, 61-year-old army veteran,

PARIS, March 28 (AP).—With 
his first premiership sanctioned by 
a slim majority in the Chamber of 
Deputies, Paul Reynaud set out to- 
day to counter Rightist hostility by 
mapping a program to step up the 
tempo of war against Germany and 
thereby strengthen his position be- 
fore the lower House reconvenes 
April 2. 

His first move was to confer at 
length with leaders of France's 
army and navy and members of 
the “inner” Cabinet most con- 
cerned with executing the policy 
of action to which the new Gov- 
ernment is pledged. 

Foreign observers, discounting 
the possibility that this action 
might take the form of a land of- 
fensive, believed Reynaud would 
seek to increase France’s efficien- 
cy in the war of siege and stiffen 
its diplomatic resistance against ex- 
tension of German influence among 
neutrals. 

Gamelin at Conference. 

Today’s conference lasted an 
hour and three-quarters and was 
attended by Gen. Maurice Gustave 
Gamelin, Admiral Jean Darlan, Ca- 
mille Chautemps, Vice-Premier; 
Edouard Daladier, Minister of De- 
fense; Cesar Campinchi, Navy; 
Laurent Eynac, Air; Georges Mon- 
net, Blockade; Lucien Lamoureux, 
Finance; Georges Mandel, Colonies, 
and Raoul Dautry, Armament.

* Report Harbor Improvement. 
The Japanese reported to the 
League of Nations that they had 
made-extensive harbor improve- 
ments in the mandated islands. 
The 1938 report was filed be- 
latedly., When it was late in arriv- 
ing, the State Department in- 
structed the American Embassy in 
Tokyo to inquire whether it would 
be forthcoming. 


| Existing treaties between Japan 
and the Western Powers, including 
the United States, preclude Japan 
from fortifying the islands, in the 
opinions of officials here.

Opposition From St. Louis.

was not represented because H. E. 
Jenkins, vice-president, was a mem- 
ber of the Industry Committee that 
recommended the increase to 35 
cents. 
Altogether 60,000 employes, most 
of them engaged in piece work 
operations, will be benefited by the 
order.

The new policy, shaped in co- 
operation with Treasury officials, 
involves the transfer to the Allies 
of possibly several hundred planes 
nearing completion for the Amer- 
ican armed services, temporarily 
sidetracking some Army-Navy or- 
ders, and release for sale abroad 
of additional new model fighting 
aircraft. 

Administration spokesmen expect 
to give details of the new policy 
at next week’s postponed inquiry 
by the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee on the effect of foreign 
purchases on the national defense. 
ey are thought to be ready to 
stress: 

That there will be no final delay 
in the Army Air Corps $300,000,000 
expansion to 5500 or more planes 
by the middle of 1941. 

Cost to Be Reduced. 

That mass production resulting 
from the Allied orders will insure 
both lower prices and improved 
models to the armed services. 

Bearing on the latter contention 
was an announcement today by 
Louis Johnson, Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, of a prospective re- 
duction in the cost of aluminum 
which is widely used in aircraft. 
Johnson said, the price would be 
cut 5 per cent or more on Tuesday 
by the Aluminum Company of 
America. 

Estimating this would save the 
War Department $510,716 on two 
contracts alone, Johnson told re- 
porters it was hoped to obtain re- 
funds from several additional man- 
ufacturers. “This shows mass pro- 
duction is bringing down costs,” 
he said. 

The projected new policy involves 
a basic revision of the existing of- 
ficial regulation that no late de- 
signed military plane should be sold 
abroad until an improved model 
was under contract to some gov- 
ernment agency. 

Two Recent Releases. 

Two 400-mile-an-hour pursuit 
planes, the Lockheed P-38 and Cur- 
tiss P-40, were released to the Allies 
recently: under this policy. Thus 
far France and Britain have been 
denied permission to buy duplicates 
of five other army planes. 

A Navy okesman, it was 
learned, has advised Congress that 
the Navy favors the sale to foreign 
nations of the latest type weapons 
—stripped of military secrets—as 
a practical means of speeding its 
own airplane construction program 
and reducing the cost. 

Rear Admiral John H. Towers, 
chief of the Brreau of Aeronautics, 
told a Senate Appropriations Sub- 
committee in closed hearings, mem- 
bers said, that foreign orders had 
made it possible to obtain better 
and faster ships at lower prices. 

Towers was questioned on this 
point when he appeared to testify 
on the $965,000,000 naval appropria- 
tions bill.

The Appropriations Committee 
said in its report to the House on 
the bill that “no need exists fer a 
division of economic research, and 
it is expected that this section will 
be entirely eliminated.” 

Saposs has been called before 
both the Smith committee and the 
Dies committee for questioning 
about complaints that some of his 
writings presented communistic 
ideas. He said the writings in 
question represented a summary of 
the views of others, not his own 
opinions. 

Representative Cox (Dem.), 
Georgia, a critic of the board, 
charged that it was illegally “lob- 
bying” against the proposed re- 
ductions in its appropriation. 

“Yesterday they sent out a lot 


‘'of propaganda for the full appro- 


priation,” he said.

German Food: Continues horri- 
ble but nourishing. At present, 
particularly bad because cold snap 
has frozen canals, disorganized 
transportation and makes it im- 
possible to haul from farms to mar- 
ket, any large quantities of pota- 
toes or cabbage—the German sta- 
ples—because they freeze on the 
way. This, however, will presently 
correct itself. 


Germany, according to all . esti- 
mates, has enough food to continue 
on its present rations for at least 
two years. Most of its diet it 
raises within its borders, except 
for wheat, of which it has large 
quantities stored. Bread allotment 
of food cards far éxceeds normal 
consumption.

It is true that Soviet aviation 
was a major factor in Moscow’s 
military victory. Russian planes 
caused enormous destruction, con- 
stantly disrupted Finnish commu- 
nications, attacked front-line 
troops and also killed hundreds of 
civilians. Toward the end of the 
war ,Soviet bombers became much 
more accurate than they had been 
previously, and their pilots had 
improved greatly. 


But from the first day of their 
invasion the Russians had 10 
planes against every plane pos- 
sessed by the Finns and they never 
had to fight on anything faintly 
approaching equal terms. Thus the 
Red aviation had everything in 
favor of first-class performance 
and still suffered the loss of more 
than 600 planes from a foe which 
was hopelessly inferior in size, 


Neutral Observations. 


On the basis of three and one- 
half months of hostilities, neutral 
authorities have reached the fol- 
lowing conclusions about the Red 
air force: 


1. That it possesses no uni- 
formity of standard and that its 
units range from some which 
are described as fairly good to 
others which are definitely in- 
ferior. 


2. That none of the Soviet’s 
aviation equipment begins to ap- 
proach the equipment now main- 
tained by the other first class 
Powers.

Finns Learn Quickly. 


If the skill of Russian pilots and 
the quality of their equipment were 
both extremely uneven, neutral ex~ 
perts ranked Finnish pursuit flyers 
as equal to thé best to be found 
in any air force. One observer 
stated that Finnish aviators learned 
more quickly than any airmen he 
had ever seen; and that they were 
intelligent, thorough and never 
seemed to lose their heads. The 
Finns started the war with only 
100 airplanes of all categories, of 
which only about 40 were good 
Fokker pursuit planes. They had 
300 foreign planes ordered, or on 
the way, when the war ended. This 
meant that they never had enough 
fighter ships to force a severe test 
of mettle upon the Russians. 


Even so, Moscow was compelled 
to use more than 2000 planes, or 
nearly half of its combat air force 
against Finland in the last weeks 
of the war. This fact indicates 
clearly what a grave blow to So- 
viet air power another three 
months of hostilities would un- 
doubtedly have been. By this nar~- 
row margin Great Britain and 
France missed the opportunity to

Not long after Reles’ appear- 
ance, Maxie (The Jerk). Golob, 
and Frank (Dasher) Abbadando 
were arrested and charged with 
the murder of John (Spider) Mur- 
tha, who was shot down five years 
ago as he walked down a street 


: - with a woman, 


Golob and Abbadando were iden- 
tified by the woman, Florence 
Westfield, O’Dwyer said, as the 
killers. 

O’Dwyer announced his question- 
ing of members of the gang had 
disclosed the deaths of two. men 
in wpstate Sullivan County to be 
“contract murders.” The deaths 
were those of Yoell Miller, kid- 
naped, and murdered about three 
years ago, and Solomon Goldstein, 
who met a similar death in August, 
1936. 

Ten men have been charged with 
murder thus far in the investi- 
gation of the -.ring, to which 


O’Dwyer has attributed at least 
30 killings.

The date of Easter is the first 
Sunday after the first full moon 
after the vernal equinox or begin- 
ning of spring, usually March 21.

EON TROTSKY lives in a hofne converted into a fortress. Its high, 


[ vice flood-lighted gray walls appear a little grim in complacent, 
leisurely Coyoacan.

proceeds with caution lest he bump a drowsy goat cropping the grass 


that shoulders the cobblestones of 
If there is doubt in the visitor’s 
mind that the home’s prevailing 
grimness reflects anything’ but 
stark reality, that doubt is effec- 
tively dissipated as one’s machine 
pulls up before the Trotsky walls. 
Your first ereeting comes from two 
Mexican policemen who tumble out 
of a small fortress especially built 
for them, and their salutation may 
be conveyed by pistols coming out 
of holsters. They are not alone. 
Two or three more gendarmes, the 
second line of defense, peer 
through the windows of their block- 
house. In that abode are long 
rifles. 
Arrival Signaled Within. 


Granted you convince the ser- 


geant of the propriety of your 


visit, you are escorted to heavy 
wooden doors which, if open, would 
lead into the green patio of the 
Trotsky dwelling. You ring a bell. 
That business is a little superficial, 
for the police house and the house 
proper are joined by wires. Your 
arrival already has been signaled. 

Presently there is the sound of 
yielding locks and the great doors 
open, but only for a -few inches. 
A heavy sliding bolt keeps them 
joined. A trim, inquiring, browned 
young man asks your business, de- 
mands your credentials. He wears 
a belt stuffed with cartridges 
around his middle, a pistol con- 
veniently at his side; perhaps a 
long, glinting jackknife swings 
from his cartridge belt. He is one 
of Mr. Trotsky’s several secretaries 
who, beside aiding him with his 
work, guard him day and night. 

These elaborate precautions, the 
writer was assured, are not entire- 
ly based on what might happen. 
There already have been “a couple 
of scares.” 

The Trotsky home is an outpost 
of far-flung Coyoacan. It is an old 
villa, originally walled, as are all 
homes in the town. But the walls 
have been added to until they 
reach a height of some 14 feet. The 
grilled iron gate has been removed 
and bricked in. Along the walls, 
both inside and out, run wires that 
Signal the attempts of any inter- 
loper; in strategic places are flood- 
lights burning the night through. 
On one side of the house proper; 
hot protected by a wall, are heavy 
shutters to guard the long Mexican 
Windows, and beyond is an added 
protection—a high, barbed wire 
nee edging a brief no-man’s land. 


Shotgun, Guard Schedule. 


Inside, toward one end of the 
Patio stands a sentry box, a double- 
barreled shotgun hanging above its 
Counter. On a wall is the guard 
ichedule, telling the varying hours 
f the secretarial watch, for the 
secretaries within, like the police 
Without, do sentry duty over the 24 
hours of the day. Next this sched-

ule is another sheet listing the vari- 
ous weapons and where they may 
be found—despite the fact the sec- 
retaries are well rehearsed. This 
list is long. 

Few weapons, except those in- 
evitably strapped on Mr. Trotsky’s 
young men—regardless of what 
task they're at—are in evidence. 
This is an effort-to make the inte- 
rior, the patio, the house itself, as 
homelike as possible under the de- 
fensively belligerent circumstances. 
But weapons there are in abund- 


ance; they range from machine 
guns to the ever-evident sidearms. 


There is a goodly corps of secre- 
taries (the writer was asked not to 
disclose the number) and most of 
them are young and alert Ameri- 
cans, coming from about all main 
sections of the states. At least one. 
is European. If they are not con- 
versant with firearms, they soon 
are initiated. As like as not a tar- 
get will be hanging from ¢ patio 
wall, 

The Trotsky home is on the “list” 
of the tourists, now in abundance 
in Mexico. Many drive by and, 
seeing the radio aerial raising itself 
above the walls, come to the con- 
clusion that Leon Trotsky is send- 
ing out revolutionary instructions 
to his comrades around the world. 
They are wrong, I am told; the 
aerial is just as innocent as that on 
any American apartment’ roof. 


Very Few Admitted. 


Occasionally a curious, over-am- 
bitious tourist tries to worm his 
way in. He wants to ask Mr. 
Trotsky a question. Or he pre- 
cedes his contemplated visit by a 
telephone call, 

Visitors permitted are few and 
far between. “L. D.,” as his sec- 
retaries call him (his middle name 
is Davydovich), is a busy man, al- 
ways writing—political tracts for 
his followers to read, theoretical 
articles on Marxism for his party’s 
journal, at present working on a 
book. 

He is a calmer, more composed 
man than when the writer first 
met him in January, 1937, three 
days after his arrival from Norway. 
Then, while completely assured, he 
seemed tense, a tightly wound 
spring waiting for its release. At 
that time he was concerned with 
the accusations made against him 
in the first Moscow trials which 
had taken place a few months be- 
fore and with his inability to 
answer the accusations due to his 
almost complete isolation by Nor- 
wegian authorities.

He Anticipated Wilson Policy

nings Bryan was Secretary of State and

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BOOK BY EX-NAZI LEADER 
PORTRAYS A MAD HITLER, 
VENGEFUL AND HUMORLESS 


Rauschnin g, One-Time Confidant of Fuehrer, 
Looks Into “Desperate Puzzle” of 
- His Abnormal Personality.

S Hitler a madman? 


With this question Hermann Rauschning, 


sometime President of the Danzig Senate and No. 2 Nazi in the Free 
City, opens the climactic chapter of his book, “The Voice of Destruc- 
tion,” published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York; and he answers 


a circumstantial yes. 


He portrays a man of “daemonic powers,” not 


without cunning, not without effectiveness, not without some earmarks 
of greatness, yet at once the master and the victim of hysterical pas- 
sion, a man whose sole motive power is vengeful hate, totally devoid 


of humor. 

As was told on the issuance of 
his first book, “The Revolution of 
Nihilism,” Rauschning had ample 
opportunity to qualify as an ex- 
pert on his subject.. Of.an East 
Prussian Junker family, he early 
became a Nazi “of conviction.” He 
rose to high place in the party, 
but, as the Danzig issue warmed 
up, he fell out with the Fuehrer 
on matters of Gleichanschaltung— 
discipline—involving policy in the 
Free City. He fled from Germany 
in 1935. Before the break, how- 
ever, he had been in intimate con- 
tact with the Fuehrer on many 
occasions. He was in the confi- 
dence of Hitler and the inner cir- 
cle of Nazidom. 

In retrospect, Rauschning can- 
not believe there is anything right 
or good about the messiah of “the 
St. Vitus’s dance of the Twen- 
tieth century.” He has, he admits, 
come again, and again under a 
kind of spell in the master’s pres- 
ence which only later was he able 
to shake off, but he suggests that 
he and others who have rhapso- 
dized on the Fuehrer’s- great per- 
sonal charm were convinced be- 
fore the fact, the victims of auto- 
hypnosis or auto-suggestion; for, 
says he, no one on first impression 
can look into the Fuehrer’s eyes 
and see his flat, uncertain glance 
without telling himself: “That 
man is not normal.” 


Violent Disturbances. 


Hitler, so this account runs, is 
subject to violent mental distress 
and disturbances. He has periods 
of apathy in which he scarcely 
pays heed to anything. At im- 
portant conferences he sits in sil- 
ence, inattentive, perhaps picking 

is teeth. At most times, real con- 
versation with him is impossible. 
Either he listens in silence or he 
delivers an oration . without per- 
mitting any one else to speak. He 
has periods of shrieking. and fren- 
zied shouting and tempests of rage. 


He manifests symptoms of persecu- 


tion mania. 

The man cannot sleep at nights. 
Often he wakes from a restless bed 
to roam the house. At such times, 
says Rauschning, he insists on 
lighting all the lights and he de- 
mands companionship, usually of 
young men. “A man in closest as- 
sociation” with the Fuehrer is 
quoted to this effect: Hitler wakes 
at night with convulsive shrieks. 
He shouts for help. He sits on 
the edge of the bed, unable to 
He quakes with fear, making 
the whole bed vibrate. He gasps 
as if unable to breathe. Sometimes 
he cries: “He! He! He’s been 
here!” He reels off gibberish; then, 
“There! In the corner! Who's 
that?” 

But, Rauschning continues, “Most 
loathsome of all is the reeking 
miasma, the furtive, unnatural 
sexuality that fills and fouls the 
whole atmosphere around » like 


: 


an evil emanation. Nothing in his 
environment is straight-forward, 
Surreptitious relationships, subst 
tutes and symbols, false sentiments 
and secret lusts—nothing in this 
man’s surroundings is natural and 
genuine, nothing has the open 
ness of a natural instinct.” 

He is “insanely self-important,* 
brutal and vindictive; he is senti- 
mental—he loves canaries and he 
wept when one died. 


Exploiter of Eroticism. 


Eroticism, Rauschning notes, is 
an important political factor in 
modern mass propaganda—erotie 
effect of tone of voice and manner 
is of more weight than content of 
the speech. Hitler knows this. He 
owes much of his success to the 
“cynical exploitation” of this phe 
nomenon. “How much of his relae 
tions with wonien has been gen- 
uine and how much cold calcula. 
tion, I do not know,” Rauschning 
adds, but, “Hitler, as I see him, is 
a personality sO excessively 
wrapped up in himself that he is 
incapable of genuine devotion .. .« 
It is absurd that he, of all men, 
should always be surrounded by a 
crowd of women, most of them 
rather over-blown.” 


A few details to round out-the 
picture: Hitler lives in fear; he is 
not brave. He may seem to take 
chances with his personal safety, 
but concealed safeguards are per~ 
fection itself. He never is ready to 
challenge or defy his fate. He 
must screw himself up to the stick- 
ing point when making even the 
simplest d@cisions. He has no nat-~ 
ural coolness. Timid and sensitive, 
he must force himself to make a 
bold front. He thinks himself as a 
martyr; he complains for weeks on 
end of the ingratitude of his fol- 
lowers and the unkindness of fate. 
He forebodes a premature. death 
At such times he is full of compas- 
sion—for himself. 

“The common united with the un- 
common-—that is what makes Hit- 
ler’s personality so desperate a 
puzzle . . . Dostoevsky might well 
have invented him, with the mor 
bid derangement and the pseudo- 
creativeness of hysteria . . . He ig 
indeed a remarkable man. It leads 
nowhere to depreciate him . . « 
He is simply a sort of great medi- 
cine man .... We have gone back 
so far toward the savage state 
that the medicine man has become 
king among us.”

Thus Rauschning. These are, i 
must be remembered, the impres- 
sions of a disenchanted disciple, 
but there is no evidence, internal 
or external, to contradict them; 
indeed, what evidence there is is all 
corroborative. From the data a psy~ 
chiatrist readily classifies Hitler 
as a psychopath, insane or not ac- 
cording to the degree of his aberra-

This charge was made before Judge Rowe by Wil- 
liam R. Gentry as he closed the argument in the 
Post-Dispatch contempt case. In the issue before the 
court, Mr. Gentry and this newspaper are on oppo- 
site sides, but to this point we say a fervent Amen. 

“There are many respects in which I think the 
criminal laws ought to be amended,” said Mr. 
Gentry. “Perhaps the Post-Dispatch hag waged a 
campaign to get some of them changed. It has not 
succeeded. And so long as Putty Nose Bradys, and 
Jellyroll Hogans, and-others of their ilk are elected, 
not by the Judge, or the lawyer, or the Circuit At- 
torney, but by the people of whom there has been 80 
much talk here, there is little hope that the Legisla- 
ture of Missouri will make these reforms that are 
deemed so important.” 

Mr. Gentry declared that it was useless to re- 
capitulate all the needed legal reforms in the face of 
such public apathy. And of this apathy, he cited an 
impressive example: . 

“Some years ago, a Constitutional Convention met 
in Jefferson City and spent many weeks trying to 
work out plans for the amendment of the Constitu- 
tion in many particulars, most of which pertained to 
simplifying criminal procedure,” he said. 

“And when it was submitted to the people, too 
many were busy with their own affairs, and the 
criminal element was too busy rounding up votes at 
the polls. And the result was that everything of 
any consequence proposed by that convention, after 
a careful, conscientious study, which. would have re- 
formed criminal procedure in many particulars, fell 
to the ground and came to naught. The people did 
it, not the court, nor the lawyer.” 

The exculpation of court and bar with which Mr. 
Gentry closes his indictment, we should like to ex- 
tend to the press. Newspapers have disclosed scan- 
dals. They have exposed the venal and the corrupt. 
They have pointed out the need and the way of re- 
form. And, perhaps more often than not, on elec- 
tion day their campaigns came to naught. The final 
arbitrament was not with them, but with the voters. 

Sir Edward Coke, a legal commentator second 
only to Blackstone, had a saying that if a thing “be 
against reason, it is of no force in the law,” and 
the courts have used this principle time and again 
to protect the people against’their own neglect. — 

But there are limits beyond which it cannot be 
applied. Before Coke, the Spanish story-teller, Cer- 
vantes, had a saying that “laws go as kings like.” 

Here in Missouri, the people are the kings—kings 
who, unfortunately, often refuse to exercise their 
sovereignty.

However, the narrow craft jurisdictions of the 
AFL are an even greater hindrance to home building 
and the consequent employment than high wages. 
As has been demonstrated in St. Louis County, the 
builder of small homes can keep a large number of 
men employed if he is able to work on’a relatively 
small margin. That. does not necessarily mean low 
wages, but it does mean that there must be a certain 
flexibility among his workers. If a man is not 
needed to excavate a basement, he should be avail- 
able to mix cement or to do some other work that 
needs. doing at the moment. In other words, con- 
tractors are willing to pay for a full eight hours’ 
work, but they cannot afford to pay men who sit 
around waiting to do their little specialized task. 

The new CIO building trades organization is deal- 
ing with contractors on this basis.

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A FICKLE FEAST. DAY. 

Someone has said that the only certainty is uncer- 
tainty, and it might be said about the American peo- 
ple that their only consistency is inconsistency. Take 
this matter of holidays. Last year, President Roose- 
velt, in an effort to please the sellers of Christmas 
goods, moved up Thanksgiving a week~—or tried to. 
At once a big whoop and howl arose over the land. 
Plymouth all but .seceded and the Union was rent 
in twain. Apparently nothing the New Deal had 
proposed before was so outrageous. 

Yet here we are observing Easter in winter weath- 
er because this happens to be “the first Sunday after 
the full moon following the vernal equinox.” Christ- 
mas is a fixed date, Thanksgiving can be moved 
from the last Thursday in November to the next 
to last only by a titanic struggle, but Easter may 
dance up and down the forepart of the year, to fall 
on dates varying as much as 35 days. All on ac- 
count of an unreliable moon. 

This inconsistency seems to suit Americans, but 
those muddlers, the British, don’t like it. They have 
led an international movement to tie Easter down 
in April and keep it there. Lord Desborough intro- 
duced a fixed Easter bill (second Sunday in April as 
nearest to the average date for 100 years) in the 
House of Lords in 1921. Two years later, the Inter- 
national Congress of Chambers of Commerce, meeting 
in Rome, addressed a resolution for a fixed date to 
the Pope, and in the same year the question was 
taken up by the League of Nations, which solemnly 
assembled an Waster date conference, After a poll

sent it, how the little business man mistrusts it, 
how the party rank and file are so bitter as to pro- 
duce, in Mr. White’s plausible theory, the Munich 
bomb attempt on Hitler’s life.

Hitler requires nobody’s advice and consent to make 
a treaty, unless he wants to consult such members 
of his inner circle as Ribbentrop and Goering. In 
America, there is prolonged discussion, in and out 
of Congress, before a treaty is made. In Germany, 
the treaty with Russia burst like a thunderbolt upon 
a people that for years had heard its leaders heap- 
ing supreme abuse upon the Power they now em- 
braced as ally and friend. 

Is it any wonder that the German people are found 
divided and confused in adjusting themselves to this 
abrupt change of official policy? Is'it any wonder 
that the pent-up feelings of Hitler’s old party com- 
rades, plug-uglies who fought Communists in the 
streets when the Fuehrer gave the word, now find 
expression in bitter reproaches and even, according 
to Mr. White’s theory, in setting off the bomb that 
was to take Hitler’s life? The series of articles from

EASTER, 1940. . 

Both in the Christian tradition and in the folklore 
of the West, Easter is the great feast of peace tri- 
umphant and hope realized. It is the epitome of 
spring, both spiritual and material. 

As such, it has been celebrated with the rever- 
beration. of. the organ in cathedral naves, with the 
wearing of bright ribbons and new silks on the 
boulevards, and with the quest for gay Easter eggs 
in house and yard. 

As it begins to dawn, the world, under the strong 
yoke of custom, turns again to celebration of the 
day.

which have‘ got rid of dictatorship and are 
emerging into something else are rare. 

It is good, therefore, to keep an eye on 
Cuba. It might give us a look into the fu- 
ture. It might even be possible to find a 
hint of the shape of the next Germany on 
the Prado. I admit this seems unlikely, be- 
cause the people on the Prado are almost 
exclusively occupied with trying to sell you 
rum, cigars and a 5-cent oyster “cocktail.” 

The hope beats in every democratic 
breast that some day the people of the 
totalitarian, or nasty, countries will call 
quits, knock the boss over, elect a Con- 
gress and President and proceed by a 
direct route to democracy. It doesn’t seem 
to happen that wey. 

Machado is gone. He went in a wave 
of chaos and general strikes, seven years 
ago. But the suspicion and distrust of 
Machado’s time remained. The dictator was 
ousted, but democracy had not: shown up. 
A tough Sergeant named Fulgencio Batista, 
aman born into the lowest class, took over. 

There were some elements of social revo- 
lution in his military coup. He had the 
lower ranks in the army dispossess the 
higher officers, and finally shoot them down 
in the Hotel Nacional. He and his legis- 
lative puppets declared a moratorium on 
debts, to break the “credit monopoly,” a 
reminder of the cheap-money movements 
that followed our War of Independence. But 
still no democracy. 

: . * € 

Batista had found his strength in the 
popular anger against the Machado dic- 
tatorship. How could he keep his strength? 
By not being like Machado. ,How could 
he avoid being like Machado? By doing 
things that would be popular with the peo- 
ple. Thus, like a ghost wisping through the 
keyhole, the will of the people seems, in a 
strange way, to have entered Batista’s 
council chamber. He had to be a different 
kind of dictator to last at all. And here 
is our first glimpse of some of the forces 
that go to work after a dictator falls. 

At Ceiba del Agua, one sees the dif- 
ference between Machado and Batista, in 
stone. Here is the Centro Escoliar, one of 
a number of rural schools built by Batista 
and run by his army, It is perhaps the 
most extravagant sight in Cuba. It was 
designed to knock the eye out. It does. 

The mighty main building dominates a 

playground, hardly larger than Cen- 
tral Park. In the basement, a luxurious free 
barber shop, The gleaming ms open 
on wide, modernistic terraces. Between 
this school, filled with the latest equipment, 
and the long row of dormitory buildings be- 
hind, are such items as a swimming pool, 
elaborate tennis courts, a skating rink. 

The 1200 boys and girls, mostly orphans, 
pay nothing. Their “comisaria” boasts huge 

rooms, hung to the doors with 
sides of beef. The dorms are immaculate, 
the beds comfortable, their laundry work

The buildings are bright, modern; the ter-

No one in Havana would take me to a 
local civilian school. “They are too mis- 
erable to see.” I said I was interested in 
truth, not beauty. “There is nothing to see, 
wretched little rooms, no equipment.” 

“Why didn’t the local civilian schools have 
the money and equipment which Batista lav- 
ishes on his military-run country schools?” 

“He starves the civil schools because he 
cannot control them. The army schools are 
run by an army corporation, operating out- 
side the budget, with no Government su- 
pervision.

I had admired the great collection in 
the natural history museum at Batista’s 
school in Ceiba del Agua. “Part of it was 
simply taken from the Havana High School, 
which is a civil school and was thus left 
bare,” explained a Cuban.

Through one of his innumera- 
ble army-run corporations, he is building a 
new maternity hospital, however, “for the 
workers.” Why not simply give supplies to 
the existing hospital, which is modern in 
every way? Batista does not control it, 


“My party is the Autentico party,” said 
Dr. Grau.

But Batista is also 
joined with Machado’s old party, the so- 
called Liberals, a party filled with corrupt 
old Machadistas, who grew rich during the 
dictatorship. As a result, the Communists 
hold hands with some of the richest and 
most hated men on the island.

Opinion of Red Generals. 

During our numerous conversa- 
tions we, of course, discussed ‘\e 
many questions and problems posed 
in the preceding two articles in 
this series. But one afternoon, 
when the talk got around to the 
Soviets’ campaign in Finland, the 
former head of the Red :rmies 
told me of the Generals who had 
been purged, how many of them 
had fought under him in the civil 
war that established the Bolshe- 
viks, how they first had attracted 
his notice, won his recognition, He 
talked of Tukhachevsky, consid- 
ered by military experts as one of 
the most gifted men in the Red 
forces, of Egoroff, Iakir, Ubore- 
vitch, Kork, Putna and Dybenko. 

“In the civil war many of these 
men, then young officers, were on 
my staff,” he said. “Some had 
been officers in the Czar’s army 
and had come over to the revolu- 
tion. They won my notice through 
their achievements and I recom- 
mended them for promotion. Some 
later became heads of military dis- 
tricts. 

“Tukhachevsky was an excellent 
strategist. It was he who was 
responsible for the mechanization 


“Another fine officer was Iakir. 
afternoon during the civil war

worth.

Leon 
Trotsky doesn’t know. Nor does any 
other man. 


TAFT SAYS U, S. MUST -VOTE 
REPUBLICAN OR RISK WAR 


Asserts Entrance Into European 
Conflict Might Be Next “Great 
New Deal Experiment.” 

DANVILLE, Ky., March 23 (AP). 
—United States Senator Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio, candidate for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination, 


asserted tonight that voters face 
a choice of returning the Repub- 
lican party to power or risking the 
chance that “the next great New 
Deal experiment may be entrance 
into the European war.” 

Taft made clear in a speech his 
belief in a policy of isolation. He 
said: “The Senate has many pe- 
culiarities, I have found, but its 
long-windedness has one great ad- 
vantage—the people get a chance 
to let their wishes be felt.” 

Taft, whose tour included a stop 
at Fort Knox, where the nation’s 
chief gold vault is situated, - re- 
newed criticism of the Federal 
monetary policy which he pointed 
out had left the United States with 
18 billion dollars of the world’s 27 
billion dollar gold supply.

In another chapter of significance 
Rauschning considers whether Hit- 
ler is in fact a dictator. To Hitler’s 
natural disinclination to listen to 
anyone else is added the policy of 
his inner ring to keep him from 
hearing anything he does not want 
to hear. Rauschning indicates that 
Hitler, possessed of great natural 
powers of leadership — “white 
magic”—sold out himself and his 
movement when he bought off the 
conservative Reichswehr with his 
great blood purge of Capt. Roehm 
and other Left Wing Nazis in a 
deal of political contriving—“black 
magic”; and that since that time 
Hitler has been inescapably bound 
to the wheel of the German war ma- 
chine which he can no longer con- 
trol.

Hitierian Economics. 


Focussing more narrowly on Hit- 
ler, the man, Rauschning says out- 
right what others have hinted at 
and still others have surmised: 
There is no backbone of continuing 
economic philosophy in Hitler’s 
makeup. When, in the early party 
days, he wanted 1000 marks, with 
no money in the party treasury, he 
would violently pound the table 
and someone else would find the 
money. He believes economics is 
tunnecessarily complicated, that he 
and he alone understands how to 
simplify it—money, price structure, 
wealth, all are mere matters of will 
(hig will) and discipline (obedience 
to his orders). 

Hitler subscribes to the political 
gang practice. of personal enrich- 
ment from public position. It is 
well known, of course, that Hitler 
has become the proprietor of one 
of the largest and wealthiest pub- 
lishing setups in the world. Sim- 
ilarly he permits his party associa- 
tion, from top to bottom, to use 
party position for personal graft. 

The phrase in the inner circle ts 
“planned corruption.” 

“Tt is necessary,” Hitler says, “to 
throw them (the bourgeoisie) into 
a fright now and again. I owe that 
to my party and comrades, They 
have a right to demand it. ... Pre- 
posterous not to admit it frankly. 
It is a duty of friendship that I 
should see that they all have a live- 
lihood—my old fighting comrades 
have earned it. In making Ger- 
many great, we have also a right 
to think of ourselves. We are above 
clinging to. bourgeois notions of 
honor and reputation.”

“New Germany in Latin America.” 


His program in Latin America is 
explicit: “We shall create a new 
Germany there. We shall find ev- 
erything we need there. ... We 
shall give them both capital and 
the spirit of enterprise. We shail 
make them a third gift: our phi- 
losophy. If ever there is a place 
where democracy is senseless and 
suicidal, it is in South America. ... 
They think they must still give lip- 
service to democracy. Let us wait a 
few years, and in the meantime do 
what we can to help them. But we 
must send people out to them. Our 
youth must learn to colonize.” 

Long before Hitler had conclud- 
ed his bargain with Stalin, he had 
announced his intention to make 
any treaty with anybody to get 
what he wanted without any inten- 
tion of ever respecting the treaty 
when in time he should want some- 
thing else. , 

With respect to Russia he is quot- 
ed as saying: “It is not Germany 
that will turn Bolshevist, but Bol- 
shevism that will become a sort of 
National Socialism. . . . Perhaps [ 
shall not be able to avoid an alli- 
ance with Russia, I shall keep that 
as a trump card. Perhaps it will be 
the decisive gamble of my life. . .. 
but it will never stop me from as 
firmly retracing my steps and tak- 
ing Russia when my aims in the 
West have been achieved. ... We 
cannot in any way evade the final 
battle between German race ideals 
and pan-Slav mass ideals.

On closing the book, one pauses 
to wonder.

During his illness, Wilson’s resent- 
ment burst forth when he discov- 
ered that Lansing without con- 
sulting himself, had called meet- 
ings of the Cabinet. .«t appears 
that the Secretary only carried out 
a resolution of his colleagues, who 
desired to protect their ailing chief

In a letter of Feb. 11, 1920, con- 
taining strong implications of dis- 
loyalty, Wilson brusquely demanded 
his resignation. To safeguard his 
reputation from this charge, it is 
thought, Lansing placed his records 
beyond the reach of tampering or 
destruction by enemies. Some of 
them, dealing with the Peace Con- 
ference and his resignation, were 
utilized in a defensive book, “The 
Peace Negotiations: A Personal 
Narrative,” which Lansing pub- 
lished in 1921. On his death in 
1928, the remaining papers were re- 
stored to the State Department. 
With the exception of a few docu- 
ments subpenaed during the Nye 
munitions investigation, the entire 
collection, covering the six years

Wiison’s Solitary: Compliment. 

The confidential opinions enter- 
tained by Wilson and Lansing as to 
their chief diplomatic agents were 
the reverse of flattering. What ap- 
pears to be Wilson’s solitary compli- 
ment in. this field was bestowed on 
Frederic C. Penfield, Ambassador 
to Austria-Hungary. Returning one 
of his reports to Lansing on July 
2, 1916, the President permitted 
himself to go so far as to remark 
that “he always says something 
that it is useful to keep in mind.”

No Angiophilism. 

Yet the new papers totally acquit 
Wilson and Lansing of Anglophil- 
ism, should any vestige of that an- 
cient charge yet cling to their 
skirts. Lansing figures in particu- 
lar as anti-British; the most vio- 
lent draft in the collection is a 
telegram, suppressed by Wilson, 
which Lansing proposed to send to 
the American Charge d’ Af- 
faires in London, with 
directions to show it unofficially 
to Lord Grey. It was a savage 
broadside of denunciation, dated 
Sept. 22, 1916, against the black- 


listing of American firms, censor- 
ship ‘of the mails, indifference as 


to answering complaints and the 
off-shore blockade. 
The writer's estimate is that 


Lansing was anti-German and anti- 


British, but that he was pro-legal- 
istic. He was content to réfrain 
from protesting against the inva- 
sion of Belgium as soon as he had 
found what he considered to be 
precedents in the seizure of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina by Austria-Hun- 
gary and the invasion of South 
Africa by Great Britain. But there 
was no tradition for the bombing 
of Antwerp by Zeppelins, the de- 
portation of. Belgians for forced 
labor in Germany and submarine 
warfare. These novelties, in conse- 
quence, filled him with horror. 
The records give no indication 
that Lansing deliberately set out to 
supplant Bryan as Secretary of 
State. Their paths of thought di- 
verged from the start, but the tone 
of their correspondence is that of 
honorable, respectful opponents. 
Wilson, the intellectual heir of 
Covenanters, appears to have found 
Lansing’s exercises in logic more 
congenial than Bryan’s’ simple 
homilies. Lansing’s arguments to- 
day have a musty and scholastic 
odor, while those of Bryan are as 
fresh as the recent neutrality de- 
bates in which his opinions and 
not those of Lansing and Wilson 
were adopted as national policies. 


An Undisclosed Incident. 

Among disclosures that have 
escaped public mention is the inci- 
dent of the Turkish Ambassador, 
A. Rustem, who in September, 
1914, gave an interview to the 
Washington Star in which he re- 
proached the United States with 
lynchings in the South and water- 
cures in the Philippines. He was 
notified by Counselor Lansing that 
the President would suffer him to 
remain on condition that he apolo- 
gized. Rustem’s only answer was 
that “my departure for Constanti- 
nople will take place within a 
fortnight.” Another is the memo- 
randum in which Ambassador 
Dumba of Austria-Hungary sought 
to prevent his own dismissal; and 
still another is an account, by As- 
sistant Secretary of War Breckin- 
ridge, of a long interview in which 
Capt. Franz von Papen tried to 
prove that he was as innocent of 
sabotage as a babe unborn. 

There is a letter from J. P. Mor- 
gan, dated Aug. 21, 1914, to Presi- 
dent Wilson, informing him “for

Fifth avenue, New York City. 


One of the men is 45, a, digni- 
fied, graying man with small, 
sharp features, a clipped mus- 
tache and an air of utter vague- 
ness.

I have 
come to this hotel to try to dis- 
cover what it is in Mr. Thur- 
ber’s makeup that prompts him 
to draw those strange, ecto- 
plasmic creatures you see in 
The New Yorker and other mag- 
azines and write books like “Let 
Your Mind Alone,” “Is Sex Nec- 
essary?” “The Owl in the Attic,” 
“My Life and Hard Times,” “The 
Last Flower.” And when I have 
reached a proper state of con- 
fusion on these subjects, I have 
still to probe into the depths 
of his soul as a playwright. 
For he has just written his first 
play, “The Male Animal,” which 
is a smash hit on Broadway. 

“I was born and raised in Co- 
lumbus, O.,” Thurber is saying. 
“But everybody who has inter- 
viewed me has written that, so 
it’s no fun for me to read it any 
more. Can’t you say I was born 
and raised somewhere else? How 
about Puerto Rico? I would 
like to read that I was born 
in Puerto’ Rico and that I am 
28 years old, instead of 45.” 

“Okay, I'll put it in. When did 
you learn to draw?” 

“I don’t know how to draw,” 
= Thurber says, astounded that I 
don’t know this. “Say, if I 
could draw, I'd probably be 
* starving.”

He 
explains further that the job of 
managing editor called for all 
kinds of responsibilities which 
no old-timer on the magazine 
cared to take on. For two 
months he made a great impres- 


’ sion on Ross by saying nothing. 


When called into a conference 
he would supply only on occa- 
sional nod. This gained him a 
fine reputation around the place 
as a deep and profound thinker. 
Thurber began to squirm under 
this spurious mantle of erudi- 
tion, 

At one conference, he thought 
he saw a way out.. Ross was 
fuming. “This issue has more

While I was 
being helped up, Mr. Shumlin, 
the producer, told me that the 
last playwright who did that 
never did get up.

I am going to give you a simple 


¢idinner menu and place alongside 


of each course the wine that should 
be served. Suppose we serve as the 
first course a crabmeat canape, a 
glass of dry sherry or port would 
fit in there perfectly. If a clear 
green turtle soup or a good con- 
somme follows, the sherry or port 
wine glass might be refilled. 

Now comes the fish course and 
with this serve a white wine, either 
a white Bordeaux or Burgundy. If 
you are going to have a chicken en 
casserole or possibly a filet of Mig- 
non of beef as the next course, then 
the proper wine would be a ‘Bor- 
deaux red or a Burgundy red. We 
could even eliminate the red wine 
during the main course and serve 
champaigne right through the bal- 
ance of the dinner up to the point 
where cafe noir appears. <A good 
cognac or any one of a great many 
liqueurs is served with the coffee. 

One evening in Rector’s I 
watched Berry Wall, who was 
rated tops among epicureans, drder 


&\a whole Camembert cheese, a ripe 


pear and a bottle of vintage (cha. 
teau bottling) Bordeaux red wine. 
He sliced the pear, removed the 
skin, and then spread some Cam- 
embert on a cracker and on top of 
the cheese he placed a slice of the 
pear. This was washed down with 
a goodly sip of the red wine. At 
the end of 30 minutes no cheese, 
pear or wine was left. 


CANAPE OF CRABMEAT A LA 
RECTOR 

It took me a long time to become 
friendly with canned crabmeat. In 
my travels around the country I 
was more than surprised to see it 
served in so many fine restaurants 
and in well managed homes, too. 
One ‘evening I opened a can and 
fixed up one of those hurry-up af- 
fairs when unexpected guests ar- 
rived. It’s a good idea to have a 
few cans of crabmeat in the pantry. 
Well, this is what I did: 

First I removed the bones—that’s 
easy to do—and then I cut the crab- 
meat in medium-sized pieces to 
make a cupful. Then I opened a 
can of condensed mushroom soup 
which I heated, but I did not dilute 
it, To the hot soup I added the 


crabmeat. 


taste. 
and moisten with four tablespoons 
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I again opened a can— 
this time it was pimientos. I was 
thinking when I opened these ‘cans 
that you will regard me as one who 
lives from “can to mouth.” 

I chopped finely a tablespoon of 
pimientos and a tablespoon of 
green peppers; the latter I par- 
boiled for a few minues and added 
them to the crabmeat mixture and 
stirred well. A light pinch of cay- 
enne pepper and one-half teaspoon 
of salt sufficed for the seasoning. 
When the mixture was thoroughly 
heated I added two tablespoons of 
dry sherry and stirred. 

In using this recipe have pre- 
pared on the side a half ‘dozen 
round pieces of toast about four 
inches in diameter. Spread the 
crabmeat mixture neatly on the 
toast, sprinkle with bread crumbs, 
dot with butter and brown in the 
oven or under the broiler flame. 

BAKED HADDOCK, SAVORY 
STUFFING 

Have a four-pound haddock 
cleaned for baking. Wash, dry 
and sprinkle with salt. Make a 
stuffing of two cups of bread 
crumbs, one-quarter cup of chopped 
onion, one-quarter teaspoon of sum- 
mer savory, one-half teaspoon of 
whole sage and salt and pepper to 
Mix ingredients together 


of melted butter, adding a few 
drops of water to make the stuffing 
moist but not wet. Stuff fish and 
sew the edges together. Rub fish 
with melted butter and lay it in a 
greased baking pan. Dredge lightly 
with flour and lay three slices of 
salt pork over fish. Bake in a hot 
oven, allowing 15 minutes to the 
pound. Baste every 10 minutes 
with the salt pork drippings. Serve 
with Poulette sauce. 
POULETTE SAUCE 

Two tablespoons butter, two ta- 
blespoons flour, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, few grains cayenne 
pepper, few grains nutmeg. one 
cup chicken stock, one-fourth cup 
cream, one egg yolk, one teaspoon 
lemon juice, one-half cup cooked 
mushrooms. 
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Melt butter, blend in flour ang 
seasonings. Gradually add hot 
chicken stock and cream. Bring to 
boiling point and let boil two mip. 


.utes. Add slightly beaten egg yolk, 


remove from fire and stir in lemon 
juice and thinly sliced cooked 
mushrooms. 
CHICKEN EN CASSEROLE 

Select young chickens weighing 
from two and one-half to threes 
pounds. Have them disjointed and 
brown the pieces in hot butter, then 
transfer the chicken to a hot cas. 
serole dish to finish cooking in the 
oven. Keep the bottom of the cas 
serole dish covered with chicken 
broth, as this creates steam and 
helps to cook the chicken. Als 
keep casserole covered tigh 
while in the oven. Parboi! some 
small white onions, a few young 
carrots and white potatoes tha 
have been scooped into ball shape. 
Drain off the water from vegetables 
and add them to the casserole 
about 30 minutes before chicken jis 
cooked, as this will finish cooking 
the parboiled vegetables. When 
casserole is ready to leave the oven

mushrooms that have been sauted 
in butter to add to it. Serve at 
table in casserole dish. Young 
chickens require about 50 minut 
of casserole cooking. 
CHOCOLATE ICEBOX CAKE 

One-half pound sweet chocolate, 
three tablespoons sugar, three ta 
blespoons water, four eggs, sep 
rated, one teaspoon vanilla, lady- 
fingers, one-half pint heavy cream, 
whipped. 

Put chocolate in top part of 
double boiler and let melt over hot 
water. Then add sugar, water and 
egg yolks which have been well 
beaten. Cook slowly until thick 
and smooth, stirring constantly. 
When cool fold in stiffly beaten 
egg whites and vanilla. Line the 
sides and bottom of a spring form 
with ladyfingers, divided in halves. 
Pour in chocolate filling and chill 
in the refrigerator for at least 22 
hours. Serve with whipped cream 
over the top.

FCC Hears Pleas | 
For New Method 
Of Broadcasting 


OW much, if any, encourage- 
ment the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission should give 
toward the development of a new 
system of supposedly static-free 
frequency modulation broadcasting 
of programs will be decided after 
conclusion of hearings in Wash- 
ington which began last Monday 
and probably will continue through 
this week. 


Advocates of FM, as the system 
is called, assert that it provides 
program reception free from man- 
made and natural static and with- 
out background noise, and that 
with it in use the full tonal range 
of music and the dynamic range of 
a symphony orchestra can be en- 
joyed in home reception. They also 
declare that as FM will be used 
On the ultra high frequencies many 
stations can broadcast on the same 
channel without interference as 
1000-watt stations can operate on 
the same channel within 125 miles 
of each other. 


Opponents of FM argue that it 
requires too wide channels—up to 
200 kilocycles as compared with the 
10 kilocycles for the regular broad- 
cast bands—that as good results 
could be got if the present broad- 
cast band were extended and sta- 
tions more widely spaced; that 
most listeners are not interested in 
full tonal range quality as has 
been proved by experience with 
high fidelity broadcast band sets; 
that FM cannot give results war- 
ranging junking 45,000,000 present 
radio sets and Many millions of 
dollars worth of broadcast band 
transmitters, that the range of FM 
stations is limited to the horizon 
and so cannot give program service 
to rural regions and the more 
sparsely settled areas. 


FM broadcasting is now on fre 
quencies around 43,000 kilocycles. 
Maj. Edwin H. Armstrong of Co- 
lumbia University, inventor of the 
superheterodyne radio circuit, is the 
FM pioneer. For four years, he 
has operated a 30,000-watt FM sta- 
tion, W2XMN, at Alpine, N. J., 
across the Hudgon River from New 
York City, and now broadcasts CBS 
network programs on it, Another 
FM station in New York broad- 
casts programs of WOR and the 
Mutual net. John Shepard III of 
Boston, head of the Yankee net- 
work, is experimenting with a chain 
of FM stations in New England 
and has invested more than $250,- 
000 in it. Perhaps 20 other persons 
are experimenting with FM trans- 
mitters, and the FCC has before it 
about i00 applications for FM li- 
censes. A number of holders of 
the present type of experimental 
FM licenses and applicants have 
organized FM Broadcasters, Inc., 
to head the movement for develop- 
ment of the system for broadcast- 
ing programs and to fight for li- 
censes to sell FM programs to ad- 
vertisers. 

FM broadcasts cannot ,be re- 
ceived on a regular all-wave radio 
set. Either a special set must be 
used or a combination broadcast 
and FM receiver. To get the full 
benefit of the FM tone range, one 
must have a set with exceptionally 
fine audio and speaker. Several 
radio factories are making FM and 
combination sets. One makes five 
models, all designed for reception

Even if the FCC decides that FM 
should be given a free field, there 
will be a tremendous problem in 
finding room for the hundreds, per- 
haps thousands of new stations, 
that must be built to cover the 
country. Although the high fre- 
quency channels are plentiful and 
multiply in number of the waves 
get shorter, most of the channels 
usable for it are already allotted to 
other services. 

For example, one of the wave 
bands desired most by ‘the F-M 
advocates is 41,000 to 42,000 kilo- 
cycles. This band was reserved 
several years ago, after strong 
pressure for more educational ra 
dio outlets, for non-commercial ed- 
ucational stations. Only three have 
been licensed so far, but the edu- 
ecators don’t want to surrender the 
band. They say they are deterred 
only by lack of money, but they 
hope this will not always be so. 
They say that if F-M is to be op- 
erated in that band, the waves 
should still belong to them, espe- 
cially as the prospects of getting 
money for stations are brighter 
by reason of the cheaper cost of 
installing and operation F-M sta- 
tions. 

During the hearings in the past 
week, a question to Maj. Armstrong 
brought a reply that perhaps seven 
to 10 years should be allowed for 
introduction of the F-M system 
if the FCC should decide to give 
the go-ahead signal. 

There is a great difference be- 
tween frequency modulation and 
the present broadcasting system 
which is called amplitude modula- 
tion. Radio station radiations have 
two principal characteristics—fre- 
quency and amplitude. Frequency 
means the number of times (cycles) 
the radiations vibrate per second, 
Frequency is measured in kilocy- 
cles (thousands of cycles per sec- 
ond) or megacycles (millions of 
cycles). KSD’s radiations vibrate 
at the rate of 550,000 times per 
second, so KSD’s frequency is 550 
kilocycles. Another trait of radia- 
tions is amplitude, which means 
the strength or intensity with 
which they traverse the air. 

In making a radio signal carry 
different types of sound from stu- 
dio to receiving set it is necessary

Royal: Air Force last Tuesday night and 
Wednesday morning carried out with apparent 
success a raid on the fortified island of Sylt in 
the North Sea. It was the first prolonged 
bombing attack made by either side. 

According to British reports, between 30 and 
50 bombing planes flew over the long narrow 
island almost continuously and with little 
opposition from 8 p. m. until 3 a. m., dropping 
their missiles with devastating effect on 
various military objectives. Only one German 
pursuit plane was encountered and the air 
batteries were heavily discounted by the pilots’ 
flying over in single file. Tracer bullets, 


thunderous crash of bombs followed by earth- 
shaking upheavals and pillars of flame 
indicated that ammunition dumps or fuel 
reservoirs—possibly both—had been hit. Fires 
started by the first bombs guided the other 
planes to their objectives. Residents of the 
adjacent Danish coast said they counted at 
least 82 bomb blasts and four major explosions. 

The British Air Ministry reported that 
hangars, barracks, oil tanks, jetties and the 
island railroad line were struck by bombs. 
The Nazis replied that destruction was limited 
to one small house, One British plane was 
reported lost.

Chester B. Duryea, member of a 

prominent New York family, has been 
declared sane. This does not mean that he 
has won his fight for freedom. Immediately 
after the Judge’s decision on a habeas corpus 
action at White Plains, New York, that had 
dragged through January and February into 
March, Duryea was hustled from Matteawan 
State Hospital for the Insane to a Brooklyn jail 
to await trial on a murder charge for the 
shooting of his father in 1914. Upheld in his 
assertion that the cloud which obscured his 
mind for more than 20 years had “rolled 
away, Duryea, now 69 years old, appeared 
calm and rational in the face of another battle 
for his freedom. 

Eight psychologists testified in the habeas 
cérpus hearing and failed in the main to agree. 
One described Duryea a “mental Rip Van 
Winkle” who had just awakened. Duryea’s 
testimony and actions would seem to bear out 
that description. He said that'he could not 
remember what happened on that morning of 
May 5, 1914, when a wagonload of Brooklyn 
police came to the three-story Duryea home in 
response to a telephone call from the servants. 

Police said Duryea met them at the front 
door, gibbering and waving a rifle and a 
revolver. He led them to the sleeping porch 
where they found the body of the 81-year-old 
father, Brigadier-General Hiram Duryea. He 
had been shot seven times and apparently had 
died without waking. 

“I got a message from Washington to do it,” 
cried the son. “We were whirling about in the 
air when it happened. ... The bullet went 
through my chest and through father... . He 
was whirling high when he fell. . . . I kissed 
him before I shot him. ... Angels told me to do 
6. 


A FTER 26 years in a lunatic asylum, 


The killing of the wealthy old starch 
manufacturer created a sensation. The elder 
Duryea had fought through the Civil War with 
a regiment of Zouaves and had been brevetted 
by President Abraham Lincoln for disting- 
uished conduct at the Battle of Gaines Mill. 
He also had amassed a fortune of more than 
$1,000,000 before he retired as president of the 
National Starch Company. 

The younger Duryea, 43 at the time of the 
shooting, had been known for his eccentric 
actions since 1902 when he was divorced on 
the ground of cruelty. He had been arrested 
once when he insisted on giving his gold 
watch and chain to a ticket seller on the 
elevated railroad in exchange: for his fare. 
Several other times he had been arrested for 
curious behavior in public. 

At the Bellevue Hospital, where Duryea was 
taken after the killing, he threw things into the 
air and went through the motions of shooting 
them as they fell to the floor. He finally 
became so violent that he had to be strapped 
into a strait jacket. 

Within a few days Bellevue doctors decided 
Duryea’s mental derangement was so obvious

$2,000,000,000 from -President Roosevelt for 
“damages,” he was completely sane. Justice 
Davis, in his decision, emphasized Duryeds 
quiet and courteous attitude in court, his 
“intelligent, direct and responsive answéls. 
and “attentive and normal reaction” to the 
testimony of others.
